For Man W ho Served 
20 Years by Mistake 


COLUM BUS, May 15— (ZP) — 
Julius Krause unburdened him­ 
self of his cross today and walked 
out into the bright sunshine of 
a 
spring morning. 
The tall, graying figure strode 
down the walk away from Ohio 
Penitentiary and murmured: 
“ I still can’t believe it.” 
After 20 years and five months 
in prison -- for a crime which he 
and many others insist he did not 
commit—Krause was a free man 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche, 
among 
those who believe 
in 
Krause, 
commuted his life sentence, and 
the Ohio Pardon and Parole Com­ 
mission granted his a parole. 


Entered Aa a Boy 
The man, who entered the peni­ 
tentiary Dec. 14, 1930 as a boy of 
18, and left today as a man of 39, 
held no bitterness, no thought of 
revenge, no illusions, he said. 
Krause was convicted of par-

The Lincoln picture was loaned 
to be hung for inspection in Judge 
Allen’s office, and Miller says he 
may leave it there for some time. 


Lyford Moore, correspondent for 
the American Broadcasting Co., 
whose body was found in Oslo

Four days later 
the American Embassy announced 
he had vanished and asked for a 
search. 
Moore was chief of the ABC 
Bureau in Berlin, and went to 
Norway in December to obtain 
Christmas trees for the American 
airmen in North Africa. 
A reward of $2,800 was posted 
for information leading to his dis­ 
covery. 
A Washington D. C. attorney 
was sent to Olso to aid in the 
search. 
The body showed no signs 
of 
death by violence. Olso police are 
investigating further.

4,000 inmates. “ I ’m tickled that 
he is going to get a chance to do 
what he can and make a success 
of his life.” 


Faith for 20 Years 
The 
departing 
Krause, 
who 
through the years clung to a be­ 
lief that he eventually would be 
freed, said: 


“ There were times 
when 
I 
thought that prison had been my 
whole life; that there was nothing 
before. I was 18, you know, when 
I came here. I thought this day 
would never come. And now I can’t 
believe it is here.” 


From the penitentiary, Krause j 
went to the governor’s mansion to I 
say goodbye to Mrs. Lausche. As I 
an honor prisoner, he was her I 
chauffer and gardener. 
“ I can hardly keep from weep­ 
ing,” Mrs. Lausche said. “Julius is 
a fine, fine boy. He is a gentleman 
and his mother w ill be proud 
of 
him.” 


From 
the 
mansion, 
Krause 
headed for Akron in the com- I 
pany of Clyde Mann, an Akron 
Beacon Journal reporter. 
In 1940 Mann, on a routine as­ 
signment, became interested 
in 
Krause's case. Then he became 
convinced 
that the 
man 
had 
wrongfully been sent to prison. 
Mann’s persistence in that belief 
paid dividends IO years later. 
In Akron, Krause planned 
to 
visit the Beacon Journal and thank 
its publisher and editors for their 
help.

Hint of Peace 
In Korea War

W ASHINGTON, May 15 — (^>)— 
Unconfirmed talk of possible en­ 
emy peace feelers in Korea spread 
among lawmakers today as Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley carried on the 
administration's military reply to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
Before Bradley's appearance in 
the Senate inquiry into MacAr­ 
thur^ ouster, 
Senator Sparkman 
(D-Ala) told a reporter the feel­ 
ing is growing 
among 
senators 
that the Red 
Chinese may 
give 
some early sign of willingness to 
negotiate. 
Secretary of Defense Marshall, 
who completed yesterday about 28 
hours of 
testimony spread 
over 
seven days, 
declined 
to discuss 
peace 
probabilities.

other 
senators who heard his testimony 
have indicated they think M ar­ 
shall must have some reason for 
what they

WCH Is Delayed 


Lack of Help in 


Rent O ffice Cited 


A survey to determine whether 
the rental situation in Washington 
C. H. has eased, has beery delayed, 
at least for the time being by lack 
of help in 
the area rent control 
office in Columbus. 


This was brought out at a meet­ 
ing of 
the Fayette County Rent 
Advisory 
Board 
Monday after­ 
noon, in the Junk Real Estate of­ 
fice on North Fayette Street. 
The board pointed out. however, 
that 
it 
has “ abundant evidence 
that rental property is extremely 
scarce in Washington C. H.” The 
| board had 
previously requested 
the area rent office to make a sur­ 
vey to determine if progress was 
being made to relieve the housing 
shortage here. 


While the survey 
would show 
whether the supply of rentals had 
increased 
it would also 
reveal 
whether proper rents were being 
charged and whether all property 
is listed with the local rent control 
office. 


Board Chairman Fred Rost said 
in all those cases discovered where 
rents being collected were in ex­ 
cess of approved amounts there 
will be prosecutions. In those cases 
where the owners are not receiv­ 
ing proper rents adjustments will 
be made. 


It is pointed 
out by the board 
members that they try to act on a 
“home rule basis.” They say they

tonight to be crossing two rivers 
on the rainy central Korean front 
around Chunchon in

Chinese offensive had not begun, 
j a pooled field dispatch reported. 
The dispatch 
said 
unknown 
numbers of Chinese Reds crossed 
the Pukhan River, southwest of 
Chunchon 
and 
reached

ground just south of the river.

Other Communists have cross­ 
ed the 
Choyang, 
northeast 
of 
Chunchon, 
and 
moved to 
the 
southeast of 
that 
ruined 
city, 
where clashes 
with 
American 
troops were reported. 
The American officer said he 
did not expect a Chinese offensive 
I to start 
tonight, but 
predicted 
probing attacks at various points 
in the Chunchon area. Chunchon 
is 45 miles northeast of Seoul. 
But spearheads of this gathering 
Red force were as much as 12 
miles south of Parallel 38, the old 
political boundary between North 
and South Korea.

tary decision in Korea. Others said 
they never could supply a sustain­ 
ed offensive. 
Rain shielded Red movements 
from Allied air and ground pa­ 
trols.

units in front of the buildup areas. 
The main Red battle forces were 
massing in the Yanggu area on the 
eastern front and north of Chun­ 
chon on the central sector. 
A third concentration was north 
of Seoul, 
former South 
Korean 
capital. 
There was fighting around Inje, 
IO miles east of 
Yanggu in 
the 
eastern sector, and northeast of 
Uinjonbu on the 
approaches 
to 
Seoul in the west. And Reds work­ 
ed to expand a bridgehead south 
of the Cyoyang River, 
between 
Inje and Chunchon. 
Fighting was on a small scale 
Monday. Nevertheless, an Eighth 
Army briefing officer said about 
1,600 Reds were killed or wound, 
ed during the day.

75 
were taken 
prisoner, 
including 
some deserters. 
The stubborn manner in which 
Reds held their dug-in positions 
supported the UN theory 
that a 
second Chinese spring offensive 
is imminent. Some Allied officers

More Power Wanted 


To Curb Inflation 


W ASHINGTON. May 15 — (ZP) 
— Economic Stabilizer Erie Johns­ 
ton asked today for powers to en­ 
force a national crackdown on 
spiraling profits — ranging from 
the barnyard to the union bargain­ 
ing room and 
industrial 
price 
sheets. 
He told the 
Senate 
banking 
committee in prepared testimony 
there are six major threats to a 
sound dollar. He laid down a six 
point program for flattening the 
inflation spiral. “ Unless we have 
a stabilized economy, unless 
we 
hold inflation in check,” he de­ 
clared, “ we cannot mount the de­ 
fense effort we need.” 
Johnston called for removal of 
one price ceiling — the $10,000 
limit on fines which can be assess­ 
ed against violators of the defense 
production act. Economic mobili­ 
zation authority stems from this 
act. Johnston called the $10,000 
maximum fine “ an invitation to 
try to get away with bigger pick­ 
ings.” 
Johnston was called before the 
committee in behalf of the admin­ 
istration’s request for extension 
and broadening of the production 
act. It expires June 30. 
Farm, industrial and landlord 
earnings must all be levelled off 
together, Johnston said, if “ we are 
to have a completely rounded, in­ 
tegrated, sensible economic stabili­ 
zation program.” Commercial, as 
well as private 
rents, he 
said 
“ must be included'' in economic 
controls. The present production 
act does not cover any kind of 
rents and commercial rents are 
not included in the separate fed­ 
eral rent control program.

Catlett Marshall Day” at Virginia 
Military Institute, he said 
“ I wonder how much of the con­ 
troversy in recent days is really a 
reflection 
of the difference 
be­ 
tween the leader of troops and the 
organizer. 
“ A great leader of troops natur­ 
ally is zealous 
in desiring 
that 
every resource 
be 
marshalled 
which might increase 
the chance 
of their 
winning 
or decreasing 
their losses. 
The very 
qualities 
which made him so valiant a lead­ 
er of troops would make him im­ 
patient of any limitations on his 
action.” 


An arch was to be dedicated to 
Marshall, a V M I graduate, at the 
ceremony honoring the U. S. sec­ 
retary of defense. 
Baruch, a presidential adviser in 
two world wars, has differed with 
President Truman of late. 
Baruch said in his address that 
he put the concept of global de­ 
fense, which “ saved the free world 
once and which can save it again” , 
ahead of any other consideration 
in U. S. policy planning. 
But Baruch said global defense 
could succeed only by a tremen­ 
dous increase 
in the 
m ilit a r y 
strength pf the United States and 
the rest of the free world.

WASHINGTON. May 15— OPi — 
It’s hard to got bored in W ash­ 
ington where things 
change a- 
round and people who were a- 
gainst 
something 
yesterday are 
for it today. 


It was only last summer that 
President Truman said he saw no 
need for price and wage controls 
although 
Bernard Baruch, 
who 
convinced Congress he was right, 
urged complete controls and in a 
hurry. 


By the time September came 
around Congress was so much for 
the idea it passed a law -- the 
Defense Production Act (D PA ) -- 
giving Mr. Truman authority to 
slap on the controls pronto. 
In fact, Mr. Truman 
had the 
authority in his 
hands 
several 
months before he ever got around 
to setting up the barest kind of 
machinery 
for 
price 
controls, 
even though prices 
were rising 
rapidly. 
This, of course, was a slightly 
different position 
from the one 
taken by Mr. Truman in 
1946 
when Congress, 
particularly the 
Republicans, were itching to ditch 
OPA, which we still had at the 
time. 
Mr. Truman wanted to keep it 
then, he said, to keep down infla­ 
tion. But Congress — a bunch of 
Democrats teamed up with most 
Republicans — put the skids un­ 
der OPA. 
And, sure enough, prices shot 
through the roof in 
spite of the 
soothing assurances, by some of 
the congressional bigwigs who dis­ 
liked OPA, that once it was gone 
prices might 
go up but 
would 
they come down. Come down they 
did not. 
(It was in that same year of 
1946 when Mr. Truman wanted to 
keep OPA -- in the 
November 
elections of 1946 — that Mr. Tru­ 
man’s Democrats lost control of 
Congress to the Republicans for 
the first time since 1932.) 
Even after 
O PA died, 
with 
prices still 
rising, Mr. 
Truman 
asked Congress for stand-by pow­ 
er to slap on price 
controls -- 
when he thought they were nec­ 
essary. Congress ignored his re­ 
quest. 
Then last summer, just a couple 
of months after the Korean fight­ 
ing and just before the congress­ 
ional elections in November, when 
Baruch had needled Congress into 
wanting 
controls, Mr. 
Truman 
suddenly didn’t want them. 
Democrats teamed up with Re­ 
publicans wanting 
controls and 
together they passed the DPA. In 
the November elections the Demo­ 
crats beat the Republicans. And by 
the end of November, with prices 
still rising, Mr. Truman set up the 
OPS — Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion — for controlling prices. 
But D PA expires 
June 30 -- 
meaning an end to all controls un­ 
less Congress votes to continue it, 
either as it stands, or with changes 
that weaken or strengthen it. 
B y now, though, Mr. Truman 
has come around to the view that 
OPS is very necessary, so neces­ 
sary, in fact, that on April 26 he 
most urgently asked Congress to 
keep D PA not only after June 30 
but for another two years, at least. 
More than that, he asked Con­ 
gress to strengthen DPA. giving 
the government even wider con-
